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In  January  1961,  producers  who  used  bulk  milk  cooling  tanks  repre- 
sented 51.6  percent  of  all  producers  who  delivered  milk  to  handlers 
regulated  under  78  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.  These  producers  de- 
livered nearly  twice  as  much  milk  per  producer  as  did  those  who  shipped 
in  cans,  and  they  supplied  66.8  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  milk 
received  from  producers  in  these  markets.  Daily  deliveries  of  milk 
per  producer  for  those  using  bulk  tanks  averaged  849  pounds,  while  can 
shippers  averaged  only  452  pounds  per  day  per  producer. 

In  71  of  the  78  markets,  over  half  of  the  milk  was  delivered  by 
producers  who  used  bulk  tanks.  In  12  markets,  all  of  the  milk  came 
from  bulk  tanks,  and  over  90  percent  of  the  milk  in  36  markets  was 
from  producers  with  bulk  tanks.  In  four  markets,  New  York-New  Jersey, 
Philadelphia,  Neosho  Valley,  and  Northeastern  Ohio,  bulk  tank  milk  was 
between  25  and  49  percent  of  total  receipts  from  producers.  The  small- 
est proportion  of  bulk  tank  milk  was  received  by  handlers  in  Clarksburg, 
Michigan  Upper  Peninsula,  and  Fort  Wayne.  These  were  the  only  markets 
where  milk  received  from  producers  with  bulk  tanks  was  less  than  25 
percent  of  total  receipts  from  producers. 

Information  from  a group  of  49  markets  for  which  data  were 
available  for  the  past  six  years  shows  the  extent  to  which  producers 
have  converted  to  bulk  handling  of  milk.  In  January  1956,  receipts 
from  producers  having  bulk  tanks  represented  only  17.6  percent  of  the 
total  in  this  group  of  markets.  In  1961,  bulk  tank  milk  represented 
76.6  percent  of  total  receipts  from  producers,  or  an  average  increase 
of  about  10  percent  per  year  during  this  six-year  period. 

The  number  of  bulk  tanks,  by  size,  was  reported  for  70  markets. 
Producers  in  these  markets  used  a total  of  over  65  thousand  tanks,  most 
of  which  (59.5  percent)  had  capacities  of  200-399  gallons.  About  30 
percent  of  the  tanks  had  capacities  of  400  gallons  or  more,  while  tanks 
of  less  than  200  gallons  accounted  for  only  10.8  percent  of  the  total 
number  reported. 

As  in  previous  years,  over  half  of  the  tank  trucks  which  collected 
milk  from  farm  tanks  were  owned  by  independent  haulers.  In  nearly  all 
of  the  markets,  most  of  the  bulk  routes  were  serviced  every  other  day, 
while  daily  collections  were  made  on  most  can  routes.
